When the Catholic Church first sent 
her clergy on the work of conversion, 
the natives of these Pacific islands 
Were all bloodthirsty cannibals, They 
were constantly engaged in intertribal 
Wars and seemed to have no other 
pleasure than to shed blood, 

Work Started in 1844, 

Speaking of his missionary work, 
Bishop Bertreux said that it was in 
1844 that the Society of Mary was 
first entrusted with the evangelization 
of these islands, Since that time the 
Marists have sent 200 missionaries, all 
French, to the Pacifie islands, At the 
present time there are six bishops, 
one prefect, 200 priests, 70 brothers 
and 250 nuns,.
